The rejection under section 112, second paragraph is withdrawn in view of the 
amendments clarifying the claims. 

The rejection under section 103 is withdrawn since none of the applied 
references provide a reason for preparing the recited ceramide derivatives from the 
recited amino alcohols or acid derivatives effected with a Candida antartica lipase and 
the esterification is effected with a Rhizomucor miehei lipase.
